STBUCK IT KICH IN THE EOCKIKS. 


M«J. DuBoiB a Millionaire— Cheering Newi 


from Leadville. 


la the metropolitan papers of yester- 


day appeared a press telegram from Den- 
ver, Colo., which is of local interest, 
because it telle of the good fortune that 
has come to Major J. J. B. DuBois, a 
former eitizen of Deoatnr, Below is a 
copy ot the telegram in question: 


DBSVBB, Colo, Dec. 16.— One of the 


greatest strikes in mineral in the history 
of Leadville is now agitating the mineral 
world. The strike is in the Henrietta 
and Maid of Erin mines, located on Car- 
bonate Hill, juat outside of the city lim- 
its. The ore body was encountered at a 
depth of 600 feet in the Henrietta shaft, 
which adjoins the Maid of Enn claim 
For thirty-six feet the shaft has been 
sank through the mineral and the bot- 
tom is not yet reached. From the drifts 
made it is estimated that the ore body, 
which is known as a "blanket veiD," cov- 
ers in extent one to twu acres. The ore 
is worth, on an average, $20 per too, and 
the ore body uncovered is estimati d to 
be worth from $4,000,000 to $6,000,000 
For the first twenty feet the ore is sand 
carbonate, bearing 45 per cent, lead and 
tea ounces in silver. The next ten feet 
the ore will run 55 per cent, lead and fif- 
teen ounces silver. For the last siity 
feet the ore is of the same sandy forma- 
tion, but so hard that it requires blasting 
to remove it. The ore body is whnt is 
known as the second contact, and the 
strike has doubled the value of all the 
numerous mines on Carbonate Bill, tor 
the reason that it demonstrates the gen- 
eral belief that at a certain depth the 
same contact will be encountered on all 
tho mines on the hill. The adjoining 
properties are the Morning Star (Col. 
Routt's mine), the Brooklyn and the 
Agassiz The owners of the Henrietta 
are D H. Moffat, president of the Denver 
& Bio Grande railway; ex Senator Chat- 
fee; 
Gen. J. 0. Wilson, of Denver; the 


Hon. James G, Blnine, of Maine, and PX- 
Senator Tabor, The latter is the largest 
owner, holding a three eighths interest 
Mr. Blaine and Mr Wilson each own 
one-sixteenth nnd the other gentlemen 
are equal owners. 1 he Maid of Erin is 
owned by ex-Senator Tabor, Mnj. DuBois 
of Lesdville, and Moses Moffelt and Mr 
OhafFee of Denver. They each own a 
one-fourth interest. The Maid of Erin 
was in litigation for several years, but 
the suit was won by the present owners. 
The Henrietta was formerly a pa>ing 
mine, but recently it has not paid ex- 
penses. Leadville and Denver mining 
men are jubilant over the strike, as it 
indicates beyond doubt that the mines of 
Leadville are as permanent aa the moun- 
tains themselves.

are well known in this community. The 
former was formerly a pharmacist in the 
drug store of Snyder & Gue, in business 
here in 1876, and the latter has been a 
salesman at Linn & Scruggs' store.

The 
use of plaintiff's name to make con- 
spicuous the rival bnsinessand name of 
the defendant is a clear violat'on of tho 
property rights ol the plaintiff." 


Judge Westbrook docs not cite any 


authority or precedent in support of 
this view. He reaches his conclusion 
by reasoning. We think the conclusion 
wrong ana the reasoning unsound. 
When a person has been for a long or 
a considerable time in the service of a 
business housa or firm widely and fa- 
vorably known that fact raises a pre- 
sumption of his capability to carry on 
the same business for himself. It is a 
fact which, in the absence of fraud or 
unfair dealing, he has a right to an- 
nounce to the public 
In music or art 


it would seem rid culous to deny to a 
person the right truthtully to represent 
himself or herself as the pupil of a' 
well-known teacher or 
aitist. The 


principle is the same in business 


This view of the law has been taken 


by our Court of Appeals 
A firm 


ol dentists dissolved paitnersbip. One 
continued business ia the same place, 
the other opening another office.

Court of Appeals held that the former 
had no right to repiestint himself as 
successor to 
"But," said the court, 


"he may lawfully describe himself as 
formerly or late of that firm.

finally started in a special train for 
Paris, and arrived here at three o'clock 
in the afternoon. Mrs. Ryan, and the 
children under her charge, were placed in

near M. Pas- 


teur's 
laboratory. 
Dr. 
Billings, 


guided by the correspondent, then started 
in search of M. Pasteur. It was now five 
o'clock, and little hope was entertained 
of finding the object of their search; but,

taken to inform him by telegraph of the 
coming ol the party, and he was found 
nailing in his office In the Normal School, 
Rue Ulm. 
M. Pasteur welcomed Dr.

night?" asked Dr. Billings. 


"Certainly, if yon insist upon it," re- 


plied M. Pasteur. 


"The sooner the better," explained Dr.

"M. Pasteur then said: "My medical 


"Aslant lias gone home for the night. 
Will you make the injection?" 


"I would do so most willingly," Dr. 


Billings replied, "were it not so much 
better to have it done by a resident phy- 
sician." 


"Very well, then," rejoined M. Pasteur, 


"I will send for Dr. Grancher, my assist- 
ant, and ask him to come this evening.

Scarcely had 'the soup, with which the

THE OPERATION. 


It is scarcely necessary to say that we 


were punctually in the laboratory, where, 
at the hour named, gathered ali the mem- 
bers of the party, including Mr. Ryan, 
We had to wait a few minutes while M. 
Pasteur inoculated a Hungarian officer, 
who had been bitten a fortnight ago at 
Pesth, by the mad dogol a druggist'. This 
officer, who was a handsome fellotv, bad 
been badly bitten on the right arm. When 
he come out of the laboratory, Dr. Gran- 
cher produced a vial of virus, sponges 
and lancets. 


"Begin with the eldest first," directed 


3U. Pasteur, whereupon the youngest at 
once began to bawl, but was soon quiet- 
ed. Young Lane was chosen as the first 
subject, seated in a chair and told to un- 
cover his abdomen. M. Pasteur was 
seated close to the boy on the right, and 
Dr. Granclicrlu from. The latter filled 
his syringe, gathered up a portion of the 
fiesh near the naval, and before the boy 
really realized 
what was happening, 


had 
thrust 
in 
the 
instrument,- 


and 
the 
inoculation 
was 
safely 


o\er. The turns of Fitzgerald, Reynolds 
and Ryan then followed. Each of the 
children bore the operation bravely. The 
whole operation lasted less than a quar- 
ter of an hour.

TIIE FRENCH CONQUEST COMPLETED. 
LONDON, December 
28.—The long- 


standing warfare between Franco and the 
Hovas of Madagascar is announced as 
having terminated by the conclusion of a 
treaty of peace, signed at Antanorivo 
Such terms of tbe agreement as have 
been cabled to Paris give the following 
particulars: 
France assumes a pro- 


tectorate 
over 
the 
island 
and 


will 
retain 
the 
troops now there, 


pending settlement of a war indemnity 
amounting to 10,000,000 francs, which 
has been exacted from the, Hovas. The 
Queen of the Hovas, the ruling race of 
natives, retains her sovereignty of the 
entire island, in name at least, but Francs 
ippotnte a President ol Council of State, 


who may select a cabinet and will hm 
direction ol foreign affaire. He will be 
protected by a permanent gn*rd ol Frencn 
officers.
